Starvation faces 6,000 men engaged 
in railway construction work on the 
new National Transcontinental rail 
way, north of Lake Nipigon. The 
steamer Ombabika, which has been 
carrying supplies to these men, has 
been wrecked, and as the ony other 
means of getting supplies into this 
region is over ice, it will be some 
time before this “can be done.

Monday night, shortly after supper, 
Wallace left his family fn the best of 
spirits. His family retired shortly after 
9:30 o'clock. About 10 o'clock Wallace 
returned from the lodge reom to hia 
home. Those who had seen him at 
the lodge said that he was in the 
best of spirits. This was also the 
statement of those who had seen him 
earlier in the day. The members of 
the family lived peacefully without onq 
word of apparent discord. Wallace 
was thought to be one of the most 
conservative citizens of Lawrence 
ville. He had recently built a new 
store, which was worth $10,000, and he 
owned other valuable property nearby, 
He had served as a city councilman, 
and was prominent in the Odd Feliows' 
fraternity.

standing, acclaimed with gvrsto 
the alleged fact that the founder 
of the Christian shurch was a 
maker and user,of wiue, and ap- 
plauded the use of intoxicating 
beverages as the exercise of a 
Christian virtue. These illustra- 
tions suggests how difficult was 
the progress cf the temperance 
sentiment. They afford us ve- 
Miniscent glimpse of a time when 
to be an abstainer was to be rated 
a fanatic; when there was no re- 
cognized ethical side of the tem- 
perance problem, where the dea- 
cons in the church were as likely 
as not datillers, and when the 
minister received liquor as part 
of his salary. 

Today, as we all know, the 
liquor dealer is a social outcast; 
as we have just seen the liquor 
interests, even in their least of- 
fensive forms, are on the deten- 
sive, fighting forexistence. Truly 
a metamorphic change of attitude!
